The Captain'a Fate. 


There are several conflicting ?tories 


concerning the fate of Captain Waid. 
The steward stood beside the captain 
when the vessel went down. Two oth- 
er survivors say that they also saw the 
captain, but Quartermaster Frederick 
Lindstrom emphatically declares that 
Captain AVard emulated Admiral Trion 
of H. M. S. Victoria, going down in his 
cabin, where he met his doom behind 
n locked door. It is certain that Cap- 
tain AVard was drowned, however. 


From stories told by the survivors of 


the calamity, all of which conflict more 
or less in detail, it is safe to presume 
that Pilot Jordan is the only livin? per- 
son qualified to tell how the catastro- 
phe happened and who is responsible 
for it. 


Captain AVard is dead, and between 


him and the pilot the ship was steered 
to her doom. Jordan's story is to the 
effect that the ship had entered the 
Heads and the fog enveloped her. He 
notified the captain that it was unsafe 
to proceed, but the latter ordered him 
to go ahead. The captain's order was 
obeyed. And therein the pilot confess- 
es himself at fault, for from the mo- 
ment he took the ship In hand his au- 
thority in all mutters pertaining to her 
navigation was supreme, and he was 
responsible for her safety and the lives 
of the people aboard her. 


There are also conflicting statements 


as to the conduct of the officers and 
crew. Some say the officers and sail- 
ors were cool and conscientiously en- 
deavored to get out the boats and save 
as many passengers as possible, while 
others declare that as soon as the seri- 
ousness.t of the situation became appar- 
ent there was an end to discipline 
among the spamen and that it was "ev- 
ery inn 11 for himself." 


Captain Ward's voice was heard 


above the shrieks of the women aud 
the howling of the Chinese ordering 
his men to save the women. In the 
launching of the boats, it is said, con- 
fusion prevailed, and one load of pas- 
sengers and sailors was dumped into 
the sea. The first boat that got away 
carried several of the ship's officers. 
Another boat was Impaled upon a spar 
.is the men aboard it were trying to 
row it slwny from the suction caused 
by the sinking vessel. Four boats were 
cleared from the davits, but so far as 
can be learned only one of them got 
away 'safely and landed its passengers. 


Tlte Hlo .Vlvvays Unlucky. 


Since 1890 the Rio had several acci- 


dents. Iu August, 18!)0, she was in col- 
lision with the British steamer Horn- 
buy and was severely damaged. This 
occurred In Hongkong harbor. 


In December, 1893, she went ashore 


at South Kugoshlmo, Japan, and was 
so badly damaged that her cargo was 
discharged and the vessel clocked for 
repairs. 


In March, 1800. the Rio started frto 


Honolulu for Yokohama. Continuous 
hc.ivy head weather was encountered, 
and when the Jap.'iiK'se coast was still 
1,200 miles away it was found that 
there was only '-!.">0 tons of coal in the 
bunkers. The steamship was run back 
to Honolulu, but before who got there 
tlio cabins and staterooms hud been 
gutted In order to provide fuel for the 
furnaces. Ju Mny, ItfUO, she collided 
with an unknown Japanese .stemmT 
off Ilonomoko, Japan, but was not se- 
riously damaged.

OUR EARLY SETTLERS. 


An article published in The Republican 


concerning a certain fanatical sect in Con- 
necticut brought to the minds of some of 
tbe older residents in this vicinity another 
eent of religious, or, better, irreligious, 
fanatics who once existed in the adjoining 
town of Guilford and in Ley den, Mass., 
the desoendzints of whom are members of 
respectable families in those towns and In 
Brattleboro and'other towns near by. The 
followers ol the sect la question we*» 
callo.1 Domlites, from the name of their 
leader, "Williaja Dorril, and their conduct 
during the few years that the sect existed 
forma an independent chapter in tbe his- 
tory of local organizations. 


William Dorril was an Englishman, and 


is said to have been born in Yorkshire, 
England, March 15,1752, although ispmeaf 
his grandchildren fix the date of his birth 
from four to sir years earlier. He enlisted 
in the British anny under General Bur- 
goyne, buc deserted in the inarch across 
country, and'after spending a number of 
years in various places he went lo Leyden 
about 1791, where he got possession of the 
furin known as the Dorril farm on Frizzle 
hilL This farm is now owned by •the 
widow of .Tames Shattuck, and is situated 
just south of the Guilford line. Dorril 
\vas powerfully built and was a fluent 
speaker, and although he oonld neither 
read nor writo he had a wonderful mem- 
ory, and after hearing his wife iead the 
Bible ho could ''quote Scripture by tha 
yard." 


Soon after going to Leyden ho began 


preaching tho doctrine that. man should 
not eat of flesh and should not cause the 
death of any living creature or make use 
of anything procured at the expense of 
life. Ha proclaimed himself to bo the Mes- 
siah of his. generation and set at naught 
all the doctrines of the Bible- Eta pretend- 
ed to be possessed of supernatural' power, 
und that, as he was armed with attributes 
of the Deity, it was beyond the. power of 
"atunan arm to do him injury. He. gained 
foil6wer3:fTom the start, and soon num- 
bered among them respectable people from 
all sections of the country round about. 
They pnt offi their leather shoes, -.wh'ich, 
coutrary'to Dorril's teaching, were made 
at the expense of life, and had others made 
of wood. or cloth. Dorril's shoes, niade 
i'roju solid blocks of wopd, are now on ex 
hibition at tho museum at Deerfield. ' 


Meetings were held once a week, at 


which worship consisted in eating, drink- 
ing, singing, dancing, fiddling and listen- 
ing to tho promulgation of Dorril's 
"confession of faith." 
The DorrUlfces' 


property was common stock and was 
placed in the hands of the treasure!,', Amos 
Burroughs. 
Concerning: the mesmeric 


power of this arch importer the interest- 
ing story is toid that at one of the meet 
ings Dorril declared to one of his followers 
that ho was able to crawl through a solid 
logfrotiionoend to the other. Having mes- 
merized his victim ho proceeded to crawl 
along tho top of tho log, when his victim, 
seized wiUh a suddon desire to strike the 
log, presyimably to wntch tbe effect of the 
sound upon the man inside, grabbed a 
club which lay at hand and brought it 
down: with terrific force upon Dorril's 
back-' Dorril never repeated the operation 
of cmvvling through a log. Tho adherents 
to/Dorril's doctrine wore scantily, clad, 
and .when upon one occasion a mnvch 
through several towns was planned the 
citizens, who bad by this Mnie become 
thoroughly disgusted, armed themselves 
with beech withos, and the march was 
speedily abandoned. 


lire influence of Dorril over the more 


respectable of his followers began to wane 
about 179S, principally because of his in- 
temperate habits, and the last meeting.of 
tho sect took place during that year. Dor 
ril opened with music, and at length be- 
gan to proclaim his Immunity from bodily 
weakness, stating that no arm could hurt 
his flosh. At that point ouo.of his hearers, 
Captain Ezekiol Foster, of massive frame, 
roso indignant at this blasphemy, and 
with one blow of his fist knocked Dorri! 
to tho ground and repeated the operatioi 
as often as tho blasphemer ajosel Dorril 
begged for mercy, and at tho command of 
Captain Foster ho renounced his doctrine 
before his astonished followers. Chagrined 
and ashamed to be thus duped, the latter 
departed to their homew, and Dorril prom- 
ised upon penalty of his lifo never again to 
impose upon them. 


For nearly 50. years aiftor Dorril con- 


tinued to llvo tn LeyduoQ, but ho drank 
liquor habitually, which so increased his 
infirmities that for many years ho was.one 
of the town's paupers. A.t regular inter- 
vals ho would go to tbo middle town ol 
Leyden and procure n quantity of liquor, 
become intoxicated on tho way home and 
crawl into a holo in the sido pf tho moun- 
tain and go to sleep. So often was ho seen 
therm by pnssersby that the pitied was called 
Dorril's cuvu, and it is known as such, to 
tho present day. Tho wooden bottle of one 
gallon capacity in which ho carried his 
liquor is still n valued rolic owned by one 
of Jus grandchildren. Dorril died Aug. 
as, 184C, of starvation, having fasted with 
in a few hours of 40 days.—Springfield 
Republican.

In summer raen selling crabs in Fulton 


market handle them with a curious sort 
of wooden tongs, that work like sugar 
tongs, but they don't need them in win- 
ter, because then tho crab, numb with . 
cold, doesn't bito. In nature the crab 
buries itself in the mud or sand in the 
winter and stays there through the season, 
covered up all but Its eyes, and possibly a 
very little of Its body. It gets no food 
there except such as may come to it; its 
claws aro almost, if not entirely, covered 
up in tho mud, but It couldn't use them 
then }f they were not. The crab in win- 
tor, however, is fatter than in summer. 
Though it may take llttlo or no food, it 
does not wenr Itsolf away by exercise. 


Tho crab is in market the year round. 


It is raked up out of tho mud In winter. 
It may then bo handled freely in tho colder 
wosthor of winter, but dropped into a 
boat where it is protected from the wind, 
and with the sun shining on It, tho crnb 
umycomobuclcto life and Its plnoherelawg 
Hgixln hocomo endowed with power.—New

WAYS OF THE FOREST PEOPLE. 


Wild Animal* Have to Work: Hard 


For Kood u.nd Lodginff. 


Paul B. Du Chaillu was speaking of his 


experiences in Africa one day and hap- 
pened to refer to animals as talking. 


"You think animals talk, thenV" asked 


one of his hearers. "Does a monkey, for 
instance, have a certain word or expres- 
eion for water?" 


"Probably not for water," said Mr. Du 


Chaillu, "because monkeys in their nat- 
ural state very seldom if ever drink "wa- 
ter. 
They eat berries and fruits which. 


contain water. But there is no doubt 
that animals talk in certain, ways among 
themselves. 


"I have watched gorillas a great deaL 


They have some humor in their make up. 
A number of times I have seen gorillas go 
to the plantain fields of the natives to 
forage. Sometimes they would get there 
after a herd of elephants had struck the 
fields, and when a herd of elephants get 
thraugh with a plantain field there isn't 
much left on the field. Everything is 
tr/irupled down flat. "\Vell, I have seeu 
ff-jrillas come tip to a field which had been 
thus devastated, aud I have heard them 
laugh and guffaw for several minutes at 
the idea that they had been forestalled 
by the elephants. I could imagine an old 
Koiilla saying: 
" 'Eta, ha! That's a good joke! We 


knew these poor natives were growing 
plantains here, and w% had just been 
keeping our eyes on the spot until the 
fiuit should be ripe. And to think those 
big elephants got in ahead of us. Isn't 
that a good joke, though?" 


"I have heaid oriu gorilla cali another 


which was seven or eight miles away 
when tht first had found some berries in 
profusion, and I have seen monkeys ap- 
parently deliberate among themselves foi 
a long time before making some more. 
That reminds me that animals have to 
work hard to get a living even in forests 
where thotv is an ahamdance of vegeta- 
tion. 
Some animals travel miles every 


day to get food and then have all sorts 
of trouble in picking out a safe spot in 
which tr. rt'bt for the night.

\vherc the elephants haw hard work, in 
bolectiui' a spot to rest. 
They seem to 


have tho bame hatred for snakes that hu- 
man. beings and most animals have. They 
will carefully trample around over a large 
si'Ctiou to drive away or kill snakes or 
small animals that may be around."—
